depend upon the bitterly feuding

Galvao Takes 
Up Asylum 
In Brazil

h-ECIFE.' Braill (AP) - Cnpl. 


Henrique Galvno took up asylum 
here today after ending his sea- 
borne revolution with surrender or 
the cruise ship he seized 13 days 
Wo. But the swashbuckling rebel 
vowed to continue his fight against 
Portugal's 
strongman 
Premier 


Antonio de Olivcira Salazar. 


Galvao went on Ihe air shortly 


after jetting foot on Bralizian soil 
and told a radio-TV audience that 
seizure of the 610-foot Santa Ma- 
ria with fiOO captive passengers 
and 
3<>fi crewmen was only the 


beginning of his campaign to oust 
the Salazar regime. 


Later he told newsmen he still 


claimed rights to the Smila Maria. 


"We accepted asylum without 


renouncing our rights to the ship," 
he declared. 


The statement appeared (o car- 


ry little meaning, however. After 
Galvao yielded the Santa Maria 
to Brazil. President Junto Quad- 
ros quickly handed the 
vessel 


over to the Portuguese govern- 
ment. Portuguese diplomats were 
expected to take charge of the 
$10.6 million vessel on behalf of 
her Portuguese owners, the Colo- 
yial Navigation Co. 


i In turning the ship directly over 


to Portugal, Quadros avoided any 
jurisdiclional dispute between tho 
Brazilian navy and the vessel's 
owners. 


The ship's owners, meanwhile, 


sought to halo Galvao into court. 
They directed the liner's regular 
captain, Mario Simoes Maia, to 
file a complaint in a Brazilian 
court charging Galvao with homi- 
cide, robbery, 'depriving passen- 
gers of their liberty and damage, 
to the miiltimilUoiiTdollar ship. 


The third officer of the Santa 


Maria was slain when (lie rebels 
seized the vessel in the Caribbean 
•Jan. 22.

The 40-odd Americans stranded 


here after 12 days of captivity

into cheers when they heard that 
Galvao had surrendered the ship. 
That meant they could get their 
baggage off and make plans to 
go home. 


While the Americans rested at 


the homes of U.S. residents in 
Recife, the ship owners were au- 
thorized by Lisbon headquarters 
to pay them ship or plane fare to 
Florida. That was the Americans' 
destination before the liner was 
commandeered.

choice but to yield up the Santa 
Maria—with fewer than

porters aboard the deserted ship,

to as "the old Barlow 


home," is the structure being de- 
molished, and with it goes mem- 
ories, tradition and history. 


About 75 years ago on Christmas 


Eve the Barlow family moved to 
our town. They had purchased 
the McGee Hotel, located whore 
t'he railroad "Y" is now behind 
the Barlow Hotel. This building 
was lalcr moved down- the street 
and is the one now being demo- 
lished. 


Mr. and Mrs. Moses Harry Bar- 


low came lo Hope from Pennsy- 
lvania after 
a trip from their 


home in England. Six children1 
came with (hem — John ({deceas- 
ed), Harry, Elizabeth (Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Pritdiard), Arthur (deceas- 
ed) and two half sisters. Among 
their children born in Hope was 
Jessie Bell (Mrs. Frank Howson). 


Probably 
nothing 
Was 
more 


startling about the 25 room build- 
ing than the installation of the 
first bath tub in Hope. II was a 
•/.ink linecj wooden tub and 
was 


the ultimate in modern conven- 
iences. Originally purchased for 
Mr. Barlow, il, was, of course, 
used by patrons of the 'hotel. Sonic 
young men in town also came on 
Saturday night for a bath at a 
cost of "two bits a bath." 


When N. H. Whitlen began tear- 


ing down the old house, he wasn't 
surprised 
to 
find 
walnut base- 


boards in many rooms. Neither 
was it unusual to discover dove- 
tail beams or that wooden pegs 
and square iron nails had been 
used in the construction of Hie 
building. The facl that the huge 
colonial columns al, the front of 
the house were made of hard ifine 
from 
Arkansas explained their 


durability. 


Then, he was surprised, for he 


found a leather shoe wilh a wood- 
en sole and wooden heel, both 
banded wilh strips of steel, lie 
had never seen anything quite 
like it. Later, it was learned that 
Mrs. 
Howson had the male to 


the shoe which had belonged to 
'her father, M. It. Barlow. For 
many years one shoe had been 
lost, but in "turning the house 
upside 'down" 
literally, 'it' had 


been discovered. 


Memories? Of course, there are 


a mutitude of them for Ihose 
who lived in or visited the house. 
Family aixl friends often gathered 
around 
the 
fireplace 
t'hat was 


so large a railroad crosstie could 
be laid across the andirons. Epis- 
copal Church parlies and bazaars 
were held in the house as il was 
so large and could accomodalo 
so many people. 


The most joyous lime at the 


Barlow home was Christmas, for 
il was a time for "kith and kin" 
to gather. Sometimes as many as 
30 would be present before, dur- 
ing and aftcr a meal. The Christ- 
mas tree always reached to Ihe 
ceiling and was lighted by a host 
of candles. 


An era is passing away, for at 


the time "the Barlow homo" was 
lorn down, it was the oklcsl two- 
story home in our town. To say 
that 
tradition 
and history 
are 


both being lost with the destruct- 
ion of this building, however 
is 


false.

Plowing, 
under vegetalive growth at leas 
three weeks prior to planting is, 
valuable in insect control. It may 
be just as important in growing 
a crop as cultivating after the

Early 
plowing 
allows organic 


matter to be fully decomposed 
when the crop is planted. This 
makes attack by seed corn mag- 
got less likely. Tlic oilier insects 
that arc present are left without 
food or cover. They will either 
starve or be destroyed by natural 
enemies or cold weather. 


Plowing under must be com- 


plete, If vegitation is left slicking 
up between furrow slices, benefits 
will nol be obtained. Cultivation 
must also follow plowing to keep 
down vegetation prior to planting.

Then 
a really decent girl told me why. 
That old Indian lore business was 
being dug up about me. I told her 
:he facts and one of my teachers 
at the old school who happened to 
work at the Youth Center, backed 
me up. Still the kids give me the 
by-pass. What can I do? —J.S. 


Dear J.S.: Be yourself. If you 


like Indian lore, stick to it and 
become an authority on the sub- 
ject.
